Tillman's Bid For Land

tary,,iJ.-,jB.., ,Knight, whom I desire 
to_ Jet.'into, the, deal and of course he 
wants a quarter for himself.' 


Considered a J'Goo'd Gamble 


"The letter continued, stating in 


detail what .was to be done In order 
to enable the senator to get the land. 
The William E. Lee to whom Till- 


red as his agent, wrote 


to Reeder & Watkins, .under date 
of-. Dec. 7, a letter, 
photographic 


copy of which Is herewith submitted. 
In this latter Lee explains that he 
had written Tillman fully as to the 
status of the land matter, advising 
him that was a. 'gocd gamble' but 
that the senator was lecturing.- so 
thathe did ,apt..&et Lee's letter until a 
week and a half,previously. 
The let- 


ter continues: 


" 'In case Senator Tillman gets ia on 


this deal with some good land in the 
eight quarters we want, I am satis- 
fied that he can be of great help in 
getting matters' started from Wash- 
ington" and cause the government to 
get busy and do something along 
the line >ou desire.

Rouse Resents Language In 


the Civil Service Hesssage 


WHOLE DAY'S DISCUSSION 


It Results In Administering Rebuke to 


Chief Executive by Tabling Part of 
Document Reflecting on Members of 


Congress—Language Had No Basis 
In Fact and Therefore Unjustified— 


Great Crowd Hears' Report 


Washington, Jan. 9.—After having 


made President Roosevelt the object 
of criticism all day, with here and 
there words of commendation of him, 
the house of 
representatives 
last 


night, by a vote o£ 212 to 35, re- 
buked him by tabling so much of his 
message as reflected on members of 
congress in his recommendations re- 
garding the secret service detectives. 


By its action also the house de- 


clared it to be the sense of the house 
that it shall decline to consider any 
communications 
from 
any 
source 


which is not In its own judgment re- 
spectful . 
'*> 


With feelings of outraged dignity 


and hurt pride on the part of many of 
its members, the house gave itself 
up entirely Friday to a discussion of 
one of the most momentous questions 
that ever came before it—its functions 
as a legislative body in distinction 
from those of the executive branch 
of the government. 


As had been forecasted, the . re- 


port of the special committee appoint- 
ed to deal with the language in the 
president's * annual message and in 
his special message 'of last Monday 
bearing on the secret service relating 
to members of congress was submit- 
ted, and it was used as the basis for 
some of the most earnest and vigor- 
ous speeches ever heard in the his- 
toric chamber, 


A Scathing Arraignment 


The special committe says the pres- 


ident's language in regard 
to 
the 


passage of the secret service measure 
was not 
respectful, 
was without 


basis in fact and therefore not justi- 
fied. 
The president's explanation of 


bis own words are not accepted and 
the committee insists on its' inter- 
pretation. 


Accompanying the 
report 
was a 


resolution which declared it to be the 
sense of the house that it shall decline 
to consider any communication from 
any source which is not. respectful, 
recommending that the objectionable 
portion of the president's annual mes- 
sage be laid on the table and that 
similar action be taken with respect 
to the message of last Monday he- 
cause of its being "unresponsive to 
the inquiry of the house" as to what 
the president meant when he said, re- 
ferring to the limitation placed upon 
the field of operations • of the secret 
service, that the "chief argument in 
favor of the' provision was that the 
congressmen themselves did not wish 
\fj be investigated." 


The house was in no mood to treat 


the subject otherwise than .seriously, 
out in the speeches the references to 
the president were almost invariably 
couched in parliamentary language. 
Nor was the president. without his 
supporters. 


In anticipation of the report, the 


effect of which was to rebuke the 
president, the attendance of members 
was one of the largest this session, 
while the galleries at all times were 
filled to their full capacity. 
To-ac- 


commodate the crowds, the doors 
opening into 
the 
corridors 
were 


thrown open, and these were choked 
with persons, while standing in line 
behind them were hundreds of oth- 
ers.

There was no.t a moment during the

Supposed Author of Crime 


In Little Michigan Church 


REWARD FOR HIS ARREST 


Remains of Body Reduced to Ashes 


Identified as Those of Man With 


Whom Carmlchael Was Strangely 
Intimate—Missing Man's Sister an 
Inmate of Insane Asylum—Motive 
For Crime Still Unknown 


Port Huron, Jan. 9.—By means of 


two false teeth it has been definite- 
ly established that Gideon Browning 
of Adair village was the man who 
was butchered last Tuesday evening 
in the little "Rattle Run" Methodist 
church in Columbus township. 


With part of the mystery which has 


shrouded 
the 
brutal 
crime 
thus 


cleared, the supervisors of St. Clair 
county immediately offered a reward 
ot SoQO for the arrest, ot Rev. John 
H. Carmlchael of Adair, pastor of the 
church, and the man who was at Urst 
supposed to have been killed, dis- 
membered and then burned in the 
church stoves. 


The teeth which 
identified 
the 


dead man were found when the ashes 
from the stove were sifted. 
Dr. C. 


H. Browbeer 
of 
St. 
Glair, 
the 


dentist who recently made Browning 
a set of false teeth, examined them 
and. decided that the blackened relics 
were 
part of! Browning's set. His 


decision satisfied Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Brown that it was Browning 
who was killed, and the supervisors 
immediately offered the reward for 
Carmichael's arrest and sent broad- 
cast 
detailed 
descriptions 
of 
the 


minister. 


Carmichael is over six feet tall, 


weighing more than 200 pounds and 
the description continues: Both less 
have been broken and he walks with 
a decided limp. 
Both his feet turn 


out ncticeabiy, one at an angle of 
forty-five degrees. 
He has a scar en 


the upper lip and another on the side 
of his nose. 
His eyes are light blue 


or gray. 
There is another scar cm 


one of. his legs below the knee. When 
he disappeared he wore his brownish 
beard closely cropped at the sides. 
Tha beard and his hair, also brown, 
shewing a little gray, had been, re- 
cently trimmed. 


Strenuous efforts to discover some 


motive for the destruction of the car- 
penter have been fruitless. 


Mrs. Carmichael and Miss Car- 


michael, wife and daughter of the 
minister, were 
examined 
by 
the 


prosecuting attorney here, and he said 
afterwards that he was convinced 
that they knew nothing about the rea- 
soa for the murder nor the man's 
disappearance. 
A statement by Mrs. 


Carmichael that her husband's sister is 
an inmate of an insane' asylum in 
West Virginia may explain some of 
the horrible features of the crime, 
if the authorities' 
suspicions about 


Carmiehael are borne out. Mrs. Car- 
michael also said that her husband 
was moody and restless the night be- 
fora he disappeared and apparently 
was brooding over something. 


It is also learned that on Monday, 


the day before the murder, Car- 
michael went to 
the 
postoffice 
in 


Adair, apparently much agitated, and 
received a letter which he took away 
without opening it. It is thought that 
this letter may have had some con- 
nection with the strange intimacy be- 
tween the minister and the carpenter 
•which had been noticed a number of 
weeks before the joint disappearance 
and the crime in the church. 


But the motive and CarmicbaeTs 


whereabouts are still unknown.

In a store closet she keeps two oth- 
er piles of eight, and

months the sets of sheets that have 
been in use are put into the store 
place, another set beiug put into the 
cupboard for weekly use. 
The ar- 


rangement takes very little tlnie and 
It is more than worth while in the 
saving of linen. 
Pillow cases .and 


towels she manages in the same way, 
only the quantity of the latter is 
greater. 
Her table linen is used for 


six months and then put away for a 
year. 


Luxurious as it may sound to have 


such a quantity of linen, the gather- 
ing of it Is inexpensive, for the wom- 
an bnys a sheet or table cover oc- 
casionally and puts it away, thus 
keeping her store in condition. 
At 


tha same time pieces wear out so 
slov. ly that there is never much loss 
to be made good at one time,.and the 
po'cketbook is saved .accordingly. 


.Linen sheets like, others wear first 


In the centre, and it repays to slit 
them down the middle to get tha 
edges in the place. 
This is done by 


tearing them in two lengthwise. The 
selvages are then overbanded togeth- 
er with very fine cotton, that a big 
seam shall not be made, and then 
the raw edges are hemmed. 
The life 


of a sheet is greatly prolonged if 
this is done in time. 


Tooth aad nail bushes should al- 


ways be bad in sets of twos, If not 
threes, because bristles fall usually 
because of having become soft from 
constant wetting-. 
Therefore if they 


are 
thoroughly 
dried fairly often 


their usefulness is prolonged. 


For 
example, a 
woman who 


keeps two tooth brushes in use at 
the same, time, using one every oth- 
er day, will ilncl that the two will 
last longer than two others would if 
one was worn out before beginning 
on the secon;'.. 
All tooth brushes 


should bang when not in use, to al- 
low the moisture to run jff. 


Shoes last much longer if they are 


rested for a month, the leather be- 
ing well oiled when put away.

Care of the Feet.

Shoes, like everything else, need 


a rest, and if women would have at 
least two pairs and alternate from 
one to the other from day to day, 
the feet would be kept in much bet- 
ter condition anc the shoes would 
outlast three pairs of shoes tbat are 
never changed. 


Shoes need to be aired thoroughly 


e.very day, and if they are put on day 
after day without proper airing and 
drying, they will become hard and 
unhealthy to wear. 


'After a long walk it is necessary to 


change the shoes. 
The feet are tired 


and sore and need a change. 
The 


feet should be bathed directly after 
the walk in warm water and pure 
soap and then bathed with either al- 
cohol or hot vinegar In the water. 


It will soothe tired,'aching feet, 


if soft slippers are put on after the 
heavy walking shoe. The house shoe 
should be soft and the heels should 
be lower than the walking shoe.

•ich, deep brown hue peculiarly deli- 
cate odor, and gives a pale amber 
colored infusion rather more astring- 
ent In taste than that from i.he jiver- 
ige fair grade leaf. 
The taste for it. 


s an acquired one, and even if this 
ea could be made commercially pos- 
sible, it is doubtful if it would ever 
become popular. 


The American tsa trade could ail- 


vantageously laUe a suggestion from 
the brick tea of the Far East.. . la 
our country,- the ten dust, some of 
which is of good quality, is not. pro;>- 
jrly utilized. 
In Europe it IF a regu- 


ar article of trade, and it is adver- 
tized and 
sold 
as tea 
dust. 
In 


America it is sold to thousands of 
cheap restaurants, who raaku fro.'ii 
it the mixture of tannic acid, sug^.r 
and boiled milk which they sell ;;s 
'tea." 
If, as In the Orient, this dust 


were compressed into bricks, good 
tea could be ms-ls from it. and tho 
product would find a ready market 
through the. multitude of uses for 
which it is adapted. 
A beginning 


n this direction has baen made by 
the Pinehurst tea estate iu South 
larolina, and in Europe similar ad- 
vances have been Inaugurated. 


The virgin tea (biepjoki-chO, so 


called from its use at Chinese wed- 
dings, is the sun dried leaf in tut I, 
tied up with these strands of colored 
silk. 
After infusion, these fagotiike 


little bundles are pickled in vineg-.vr 
and used as salad. 
This tea is sold 


in especially handsome silk covered 
and glass topped boxes. 
The rarest 


of all teas, and one that has nevur 
been known to reach this country, is 
a natural sweet tea, produced in 
western China on a very limited 
scale. 
Its culture is centuries old, 


and the secret has been jealously 
guarded from generation to genera- 
tion. 
The saccharluity is probably 


due to grafting and years cf patient 
study and care, such as only the 
small Chinese tea farmer is capable 
of bestowing.—Scientific American. 


Portable Chute. 


Improved methods of saving tiaia 


and labor in loading and delivering 
merchandise 
are continually being 


devised. 
The old-fashioned method 


of swinging boxes, &c., out of ti'.e 
upper stories of warehouses on ro'pt 
and tackle is being discarded anil 


Portable Loading Chute. : 


loading chutes substituted. 
One of 


the most useful loading chutes now 
in use is shown here. 
It is so con- 


structed that-it.can be used for de- 
livering 
packages 
from 
various 


heights an then tolden and stored 
away in an"ordinary delivery wegou 
or truck'under the drlyer's seat. The 
chute or tube is formed of a flexible 
fabric and reinforced 'by an opori 
mesh of. rope. 
At each end is a 


metallic baud. 
The chute is con- 


structed of a number of settings, 
connected 
by 
joining devices, so 


that it can be used ou buildings of 
varying heights. 
One. end of the 


chute is fastened to an upper story 
of the warehouse from which the 
goods are delivered and the lower 
end attached to the framework of the 
truck. 
Though primarily intended 


for delivering and loading parcels 
and packages, such as sacks of flour, 
grain, &c., in case of emergency i? 
can be employed as a flre-eacape. 


Ovcrcon-.ing a Nuisance. 


"The only way to stop people from 


plastering a slarr.p at any old place 
upon the envelope, except the right 
one, is to do as Is done In- England. 
There a letter which does not have 
the stamp in the right position is 
cast aside and handled only when 
all other mail is sorted and ex- 
changed." 
This idea was advanced 


by a postal clerk. 
"We often lose 


considerable time because of these 
letters." continued the clerk, "for 
often we have to stop and tarn over 
the envelope to find the stamp. The 
worse offenders in this respect are 
not foreigners, but those who have 
lived here for years."

NOT 
SO DIFFICULT FOR 
ONE 


HANDY WITH A NEEDLE. 


It Kcqules Patience and Time and 


is a Task Which Cannot Be Hur- 
ried — Simple itlethods of Preserv- 
ing imd Repairing Laces. 


Lace mending is not such a diffi- 


cult occupation as many •women Im- 
agine. for it may be accomplished by 
any one capable of doing fine needle- 
work who is willing to devote the 
necessary time. 
And plenty of time 


is needed, for such a task cannot bo 
hurried — In fact. It is the time this 
repairing requires almost as mu'.h as 
the skill necessary that makes tha 
professional mender's charges seem 
unduly high. 


To merxl lace, at least the popular 


Irish crochet, the amateur shourd fol- 
low these simple / processes. 
Take 


three thicknesses of newspapers, lay- 
ing a sheet of blue tissue paper on 
top. 
then basting the four together. 


The lace Is then laid face downward 
on the tissue paper, which is put 
there to protect the lace from the 
printer's ink. 
Light blue is chosen 


in preference to white for the reason 
that the contrast between the blue 
and the lace helps to make the mend- 
ing easier. 


As a rule, with Irish crochet it is 


the background that needs repairing, 
and this is donj with a crochet hook 
and just ordinary 
sewing 
cotton. 


\vorking in accurately the stitches to 
match. 
The fining 
In. should be 


cone 
when 
possible from motif to 


motif, 
even 
though 
the 
ravage 


should not extend for such a dis- 
tance. Of course, In such, a case, it 
will be necessary to cut away threads. 


When the medallion or motif be- 


comes torn, it is much the better way 
to remove it and replace with an- 
other. 
If one cannot matc'j the tie- 


sign in the shops it is often possible 
to find one in a portion of thegarment 
that can be removed, and the ho]« 
filled In with background work, so 
the repairing will not be noticed. 
In 


this way -worn lace may be made to 
look like new and at practically no 
expense. 


Incidentally, if one can manage. "the 


background, there Is no reason-why 
one 
may , not make 
entire new 


votes, cuffs, collars, &c., 
or 
even 


larger pieces by either using new- 
medallions or the better ones that 
have survived old lace. 


Laid on a pattern in a pretty de- 


s'.ga, it would be quite an easy, mat- 
ter to connect motifs •forming a new 
foundation, and such lace would give 
excellent service.

To rrend fllet lace another process 


is necessary, for this -work must b« 
doho on a frame, and there Is nothing 
tetter for this purpose than the tea 
cent alaj~3 such as school children use. 
The slate portion is of course re- 
moved and the frame covered with 
.fl-innel. 
The lace is then basted to 


it, so the hole will be In the middle, 
where r. can be easily sewed.

political party in England can count 
upon patronage as a political asset. 


The principle on /which the parlia- 


mentary 
system 
of 
England 
Is 


founded is the rule of the majority, 
and the majority elects to surrender 
its power tp one man—the premier. 
The. power of the majority is so 
strictly recognized that the rules of 
the House of Commons deprive the 
minority of all power to initiate or 
shape legislation. 


When a. majority of the electorate 


of the kingdom has sanctioned a 
policy represented 
by a political 


party, that party is given free hand 
to put its policy into operation. Jn 
all legislatures the power of the ma- 
jority is the control which it exer- 
cises to tax the people and spend 
their money. 
See then how absolute 


Is the power of the prime minister 
in his command of the treasury.— 
Appleton's Magazine.

It was agreed by con- 
tract in 1(J23 that each denomina- 
tion should have a separate govern- 
ment, but with a common open air 
parliament. 


Perhaps in no town in the world,

perimental purposes. 
The only time- 


there can be a legitimate use of hyp- 
notism is when it is used by ai 
authorized physician to'benefit thf 
health of a patient, when the pa- 
tient has given 
his 
consent. 
It 


should be used under no other cir- 
cumstances. 
Not that there is any- 


thing mysterious about it. 
It is no- 


thing more than a strong manifesta- 
tion of what we call-attention, and 
is to be studied by the psychologist 
under that head. 
The mechanism 


of hypnotism lies in the suppression 
of certain ideas, feelings or emo- 
tions, that are antagonistic to those 
suggested to the subject. 
His mind 


is not a blank; the only ideas sup- 
pressed are those that are antap- 
onlstic to the suggestion that has
